ment  President  Lamkin  said: 

“We  liavo  approximately  200  less 
than  last  year.  This  is  not  unusual 
.and  was  not  unexpected.  Before  the 
term  opened  wo  couldn’t  see  how  tho 
enrollment  could  bo  ns  large  as  last 
year.  ’  ’ 

President  Lamkin  gave  two  reasons 
for  the  decrease  in  enrollment, namely, 
the  number  of  bank  .failures  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri  and  the  seemingly  over- 
supply  of  teachers.  On  the  first  point 
he  said: 

“I  can  see  why  many,  who  have 
been  affected  by  these  bank  failures, 
are  unable  to  be  in  school.  I  hope 
though  that  these  thousand  students 
will  go  out  with  it  clear  in  their  heads 
that  Northwest  Missouri  is  still  fun¬ 
damentally  financially  sound.  Let  us 
do  our  part  and  help  make  this  coun¬ 
try  safe  financially.” 

On  the  teaching  situation  Mr.  Lam- 
lcin  declared  that  at  present  there  are 
more  people  certificated  in  Missouri 
than  there  are  positions  but  that  less 
of  these  well  prepared  to  tench.  He 
said  the  last  report  of  tho  State  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  showed  that  there 
were  23,899  persons  teaching  in  Mis¬ 
souri  and  that  14,490  of  them  were 
teaching  on  county  certificates.  Last 
year  9,000  of  them  were  in  their  pres¬ 
ent  teaching  position  for  the  (first 
time.  Three  thousand,  four  hundred' 
and  sixty-six  of  them  had  .had  no  ex¬ 
perience  and  2994  of  them  had  had 
less  than  one  year’s  experience. 

“The  demand  is  coming  for  pre¬ 
pared  teachers.  Fifty-five  hundred 
teachers  wero  teaching  on  special  cer¬ 
tificates  last  year, ’’Mr.  ‘Lamkin  con¬ 
tinued,  '‘In  planning  your  coursos 
don’t  load  up  with  too  many  profes¬ 
sional  courses  the  first  year!” 

He  spoko  of  tho  ethics  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  and  among  other  things  warn¬ 
ed  the  students  ngainst  the  practice 
of  under-bidding  to  securo  a  position. 
He  told  them  to,  keep  their  word  and 
to  realize  that  their  obligation  was
